Such participation- he emphasiz­ 
ed would be in harmony with Re­ 
publican pledges and would not be 
a move toward entering the League 
of Nations. 
The President left no doubt about 
his attitude toward the league. 
“It is not for us,” he said, “and 
this administration has no inten­ 
tion of entering it by the aide door, 
the back door or tike cellar door.” 
Mr. Harding made these state­ 
ments in a appeth at a luncheon of 
(lie A s - i s l e d Press, 
it was a 
vigorous reply 
and 
challenge to 
those Republicans who liave de­ 
manded that the President drop 
the court plan or face a split in 
the party. To them he auld that if 
thRt issue will split the party, it 
is time to find out of what tho 
party’s strength consisted. 
Not Party Menace 
“I do not hold it a mence to th ft 
unity of any political party," said 
the President, 
"it is not to be 
classed as a party question, but if 
any party, repeatedly advocating a 
world court, is to be rended by the 
suggestion of an effort to perform 
in accordance w ith its pledges, it 
needs a new appraisal of its as­ 
tel*.” 
Mr. Hording did not mince words 
in taking to task those Republicans 
“who shudder excessively" and "as­ 
sume entanglem ent" in European 
affairs is inevitable if the United 
States joins the court. 
“Any entanglem ent," 
he 
said, 
aiming his words directly at those 
Republican 
senators, 
including 
W atson of Indiana, who have ex­ 
pressed fear of American embroil­ 
m ent in Europe’s politics, “would 
first require assent of the senate, 
and if, by any chance the senate 
approved of any entanglem ent, the 
present adm inistration 
would not 
complete the ratification.

Geological Survey. 
Practically all 
the magnesite mined in 1922 was 
obtained from deposits In Califor­ 
nia, though a little was mined in 
W ashington during the later part 
of the year, and 
some 
calcined 
m agnesite was shipped from stock 
piles at Valley, W ash. 
The largest producer of m agne­ 
site in California was the W est­ 
ern Magnesite Co., which operates 
the Red Mountain mine, south of 
Livermore, in Santa Clara county; 
the second largest 
producer 
was 
the Sierra M agnesite 
Co., 
whose 
mines and mill are 
near 
P orter­ 
ville. Tulare county. The magnesite 
mines

Only by foresight can he deal with 
the problem of cyclical changes in 
business conditions. 
As the committee says: 
"First. 
he must have available for his use 
current facts about general busi­ 
ness 
conditions 
throughout 
the 
country and knowledge of the prob­ 
able future trend of general busi­ 
ness conditions. 
Second, he must have the basic 
facts about his industry. 
Because 
his particular business is influenced 
by conditions affecting his entire 
industry, he must be 
in 
position 
with others In his Industry to study 
its peculiar industrial problems. 
"Third, he must secure enough 
facts about his own business to 
give him not merely statistics but 
a proper basis for judgm ent as to 
his general policies. 
"Fourth, he must inform himself 
in regard to

Valencia Recognized

of 
orchardlata cut out their apricots 
and their Washington navel 
or­ 
anges and their valencias that did 
not seem to be of the right kind. 
Bud selection 
had developed 
in 
the nurseries, and th eel mpo nance 
of having tho very be*.t nursery 
stock was made apparent. 
In otlnr words, the fundamen­ 
tal* for the making of the 
very 
finest groves were established os 
scientific principles. 
So, Garden Grove has developed 
along the very soundest of orchard 
lines. That it has. can be demon­ 
strated 
by

groves. The trees are thrifty and 
uniform. They show good care and 
the picking statistics show thor­ 
oughly satisfactory results. 
Must Have Good History 
An orchard to be good must 
have a good history, and In buying 
a grove the man who knows the 
history of the orchard from the 
bud selection to the day of 
the 
purchase, has 
a great advantage 
over the man who buys an orchard 
that may have had two or three 
▼ears’ neglect 
somewhere 
along 
the line. 
Garden Grove growers have rep­ 
utations as good farmers. 
They 
are industrious, and they are ma’tr 
ing first-class ws*“of the best infor­ 
mation that federal and state in­ 
vestigators have to offer, and 
of 
the advice of the cooperative or­ 
ganization to which nearly 
every 
orchardist belongs. 
This la 
true 
of 
the valencia 
growers, and is equally true of the 
walnut growers. Nearly all of the 
orange groves are valencias, 
for 
which Orange 
county is famous,

grow 
in 
Southern 
California, strawberries and other 
berries in great quantity end va­ 
riety, and of the finest quality—; 
these are grown with ease in the 
sandy loam of Garden Grove. The 
ground is easily worked. 
Garden 
Grove is declared to be the moat 
“typically Orange county produc­ 
ing section’’ in the county, for any­ 
thing and everything that thrives 
In 
Orange 
County 
grows 
and 
thrives here 
While most of the ranchers live 
on flve-.ten- and fifteen-acre pieces, 
there are many ranches of forty 
and fifty acres. Since any of the 
county’s products grow here, 
the 
Garden Grove farmer has oppor­ 
tunity to select for growing 
the 
crop that at the time seems best 
adapted for rotation and for mar­ 
ket. But for some things Garden 
Grove is peculiarly fitted. Among 
them is the 
growing of peppers 
and pimientos, planted 
in April 
and harvested from September to 
January. With pumping plants as 
the source of irrigation water, the 
grower can irrigate frequently and 
at times to suit. 


Abundant Supply 
at Low

Development 


An abundance of irrigation wa­ 
ter at low cost has had a big part 
to play in the development of Gar­ 
den Grove. 
Here in Southern California wa­ 
ter is king. Nobody denies 
the 
truth of that statement. 
Garden 
Grove ‘a therefore sitting st 
the 
king's table. 
For comparison's sake, one may 
refer to the years In which the 
pioneers ttruggled against adverse 
conditions. 
The section 
had no 
gravity water at its command. De­ 
pendent on the rains, crops often 
suffered. 
The 
farmer’s 
troubles 
were real and trying. 
About eighteen years ago came 
the beginning of extensive devel­ 
opment of pumping plants. It was 
found that beneath 
every ranch 
was the ihing that added produc­ 
tion and value—water. 
Grew Annual* at Firat 
At 
first, water developed by 
pumping plants 
w'ent largely to 
alfalfa, cabbages, 
tomatoes 
aud 
other annual crops. 
Then, gradually came the knowl­ 
edge that the section was Ideally 
fitted to orchards, and the 
won­ 
der period of the section s devel­ 
opment was at hand. 
The pumping plants are all pri­ 
vately owned. Every property own­ 
er has the assurance that he can 
get water by going down after it, 
as hundreds of property owners 
have done. 
Not every property has a pump­ 
ing plant, however. 
Dozens 
of 
ranchers have plants that furnish 
far more water than can be used 
on the owner’s property, and the 
owner in many instances has en­ 
tered into agreements to furnish 
water for his neighbors. Tbts la 
done at low figures. 
Proud of Service 
Property owners are willing to 
set up the quality of their water 
and 
the 
general convenience of 
Service and the cost against 
any 
irrigated section in all the South­ 
land. 
Much of the water is found at a 
depth of 180 feet. The newer and 
larger wells are down around 400 
feet. The usual charge made by 
the pumping plant owner is $1 an 
hour for IOO inches of water. 
An owner of a five-acre valencia 
grove made the statement that his 
ordinary cest per year for water 
bought from a neighbor is $50 per 
year for his five acres. 
A number of plunts are owned 
co-operatively. That 
is. 
two or 
more property owners Join in the 
establishment and operation of a 
plant. 
Advantages Numerous 
The great advantage .in having 
pumping plant water, it is pointed 
out, Is that the water can be had 
when it is wanted. There is no 
waiting for a turn on the ditch. A 
man can know within a few min­ 
utes when his water will be on his 
land. I*and reed not be prepared 
for irrigation and made to lie for 
days, during which time it dries 
out, awaiting water. 
Experienced citrus and walnut 
men are highly pleased with the 
irrigation facilities of the Garden 
Grove section, and point to it as 
one of the reasons for tho satis­ 
factory 
progress 
made 
in their 
orchards. 
The future of Garden Grove is 
thug assured. There is no place in 
Southern C’filifornia where irriga­ 
tion 
advantages 
give so sure a 
promise of age long satisfaction as 
at Garden Grove.

M ore Than $225,000 Is 
Going Into Neiu Schools 
For Garden Grove Youth 


In the development of orchard 
property at Garden 
Grove, 
the 
owner is favored by the fact that 
he can easily grow crops between 
the row s of the young trees. This 
is always done. Thus while the 
young trees are growing, the use 
of the land is not lost. 
As the trees grow, the 
amount 
of land farmed between the rows 
is cut down, until finally when the 
trees get of a suitable age to pay 
their own way and begin making 
money for the owner the use of 
the land for farming between rows 
Is given up. 
Farming between rows is one of 
the means for increasing local pro­ 
duction. Lima beans is a favorite 
inter-row crop. Sweet potatoes is 
another. The sandy loam is espec­ 
ially suited to this cvop. 
"Water­ 
melons are grown quite as a favor­ 
ite crop. Peppers also are an inter­ 
ns w' cron. 
The fact that water is available 
for use as one wishes adds to the 
certainty of 
successful inter-row 
cropping.

The pride of Garden Grove is its 
schools. 
It is an easy thing for any com­ 
munity to advertise that it 
has 
good schools. 
Garden Grove bas 
every right to use capital letters 
every time it mentions its schools, 
for it is a place in which chil­ 
dren can grow up in a good, moral 
atmosphere 
and with 
the 
very 
soundest of schooling as its pur­ 
pose and achievement. 
It was with a view to making 
the schools sufficient—and 
more 
than 
sufficient, if such 
a 
thing 
were possible—for 
the commun­ 
ity’s needs that the Garden Grove 
Union high school district was or­ 
ganized. 
The iiamo 
purpose guided the 
district in voting $125,006 
bonds 
for building the high school. The 
buildings are now under course of 
construction. 
And- it was this same purpose 
I hat caused the common 
school 
district to vote $100,000 for a new 
grammar school, plans for which 
have beon drawn. 
Figures Show Growth 
The increases shown in school 
enrollment not only show a decid­ 
ed advance .in community popula­ 
tion, but they are equally enlight­ 
ening as proof of the fact 
that 
the schools arc fulfilling their mis­ 
sion. 
When. the high school was 
or­ 
ganized for the 1921-1922 term the 
enrollment was seventy-six. Today 
the enrollment at the high school 
is 143. Next September, the 
stu­ 
dents will number not less than 
200. 
The grammar school has grown 
in enrollment twenty-five percent 
in the past year. There are now 
55n students in the school 
The 
gain in five years has been IOO 
per cent. The gain in the next five 
years—what will It be? With the 
Impetus now r.een on every hand, 
the schools will grow, and the peo­ 
ple of Garden Grove ere prepared 
to meet that growth constructively 
and satisfactorily. 
The New High School 
This past year the Garden Grove 
Union high school, in which 
the 
Garden Grove, Alamitos and Bolsa 
districts are served, has been con­ 
ducting elapses in temporary build­ 
ings.

But next September 
school will open in a fine, large 
high school building.

New Grammar School 
Just b s soon as possible, a con­ 
tract is to 
be let 
for a $96,000 
grammar school on five acres just 
bought 
in (he Arrow-smith tract. 
The architect, Arthur G- Lindley, 
of IjOs Angeles, has drawl, plans 
for a fine, modern school structure 
with plastered exterior and wings 
roofed in tile. 
One of the features of the build­ 
ing will be an auditorium seating 
OSO. There are to be eight 
class­ 
rooms, a music room, a teachers’ 
room, a principal’s room, with a 
domestic science and dining room. 
This building will be open for 
community use. Through its audi­ 
torium Garden Grove is to be pro­ 
vided with a fine community as­ 
semblage room.

With flfty-flve carloads of wal­ 
nuts shipped every year oat of Gar­ 
den Grove, the walnut industry 
easily assumes 
a position of im­ 
portance in the section’s affairs. 
The walnut is one of the factors 
that have changed parts of 
the 
j Garden Grove 
area from annual 
crops to orchards. The deep sandy 
loam that characterizes the 
soil 
of 
the section has proven espec­ 
ially desirable for walnuts, whose 
roots go deep. 
The local acreage In this great 
California crop is'between 2,000 
and 2,500 acres. The industry has 
developed considerably in the past 
nine or ten years. When C. K. l^ee 
as manager of the Garden Grove 
Walnut Growers' association open­ 
ed the Sret walnut house here In 
1914, the total shipments for the 
season came to 150 tons. The as­ 
sociation Is now shipping 4f0 tons. 
Tile association has a bouse well 
equipped to handle the local crop. 
No less than seventy-flve per cent 
of 
the acreage is with the asso­ 
ciation. Growers outside the asso­ 
ciation sell mostly to Independent 
houses at Santa Ana. 
In keeping with the practice of 
si] associations a (TI I lated with the 
California Walnut Growers* asso­ 
ciation makes full use of whatever 
cull walnuts are produced. A crack­ 
ing plant was operated here

year, (vocal walnut orchards 
are

tho walnut worm, which, at times, 
has caused some trouble In other 
sections.

A Big Share of Orange County’s million dollar pepper crop is grown around Garden 
Grove. 


One may get an idea of what the pepper means to Garden Grove and to all Orange Coun­ 
ty, when it is stated that this year, 1923, there are 2300 acres being planted to pimientos, 
1700 acres to Mexican chilli peppers and 1000 acres to California chili peppers. 


The most active men in the pepper industry in Garden Grove are J. A, Knapp, S. Mur- 
ata, M. Sasaki and T. S. Ban. Knapp is this year growing 300 acres of peppers, and is buy­ 
ing the dried product by the carloads to be shipped to New York and other eastern points. 
He maintains his warehouse near the Pacific Electric tracks, 


S. Murata has been a resident of this section for 12 years, and is growing 200 acres 
this season. 
His drying houses are located west of the city. 
M. Sasaki lives south of 
Garden Grove and is also one of the large growers. 


T. S. Ban has a large acreage west of city. He is well known in this community having been a 
grower here for several years. 


Peppers are grown in no other county in America. This crop, 
then is distinctively and uniquely an Orange County crop.

alfalfa fields to the west and south­ 
west of Gsrden Grove. W ith Irri­ 
gation, Gsrden Grove alfalfa fields 
have alway* been good producers.

locally.
